Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative first stated that they wanted their 
argument that the Mian et al. reference's teaching of the Sanger method of sequencing to be of record. Applicant was 
apprised however that as a sequencing method is presently defined by the claims, both references teach the same 
sequencing method and are appropriately combined in the obviousness rejection. Second, applicant inquired about 
the interpretation of "common application area" in the claims. Applicant was apprised, that unless an explicit definition 
is found in the specification, such a term will be interpreted as broadly as it is written. It was suggested that applicant 
consider adding requirements in the various steps of their method to require sequential occurrences of the steps, as 
now they do not have such a requirement. Also, a requirement for more than one area on which the nucleic acid be 
immobilized could be useful for obviating the present rejections. Applicant was also told that while the examiner could 
give her opinon of the issues at hand, she lacks any signatory authority and in the end, her primary examiner's opinion 
will be hers.. 
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
